Mew cancer 
treatment successful 


: L0S ANGELES (AP) - A 
new bloodless method of dis­ 
integrating certain cancer tu­ 
mors by blocking their blood 
stipply has been used success- 
fullynto treat a brain tumor in a 
70-year-old woman, UCLA phy­ 
sicians report. 
The blockage is accomplished 
by injecting silicone—the rub­ 
bery material used to enlarge 
women’s breasts—through a 
small tube to the site of the tu­ 
mor. 
Unlike conventional surgery, 
the method requires no cutting 
and only a local painkiller for 
the insertion of the tube. 
However, Dr. Robert Rand, 
who developed the 
method 
along with Dr. James A. Mos- 
so, noted Tuesday that only a 
limited number of growths— 
Ihp^e with a well-defined blood 
supply, can be treated this 
way.' 
'Rand said the technique is 
useful 
also 
in 
repairing 
aneurysms—weak spots in the 


walls of blood vessels where 
they theaten to burst. He said 
that in such cases, the silicone 
is injected on bo*h sides of the 
weakness to form a patch.

Co n gress failed to act an d the 
secretary decided to fo rce the 
issu e. In clear v io latio n o f the 
treaty o f 1868, he o rdered all 
Sio u x o ff their gu aran teed hu n t­ 
in g gro u n ds an d in to clo se co n ­ 
fin emen t o n the reserv atio n . 
The Sio u x b egan p rep arin g to 
resist. Gran t sen t Gen . Philip 
Sheridan to su b ju gate them an d 
p ro tect the white tresp assers. 
It was in this camp aign o f 
armed ab ro gatio n o f a treaty 
that Cu ster’s last co mman d 
was wip ed o u t. Bu t the Sio u x 


ev en tu ally were herded o n to 
the reserv atio n . 
When n ews o f Cu ster’s dis­ 
aster reached Washin gto n , Co n ­ 
gress resp o n ded b y u n do in g 
what was left o f the treaty an d 
cu ttin g o ff all ap p ro p riatio n s 
fo r su b sisten ce o f the Sio u x . 
Restricted to small areas o n 
their reserv atio n , u n ab le to 
reach their hu n tin g gro u n ds 
an d den ied su sten an ce fro m the 
go v ern men t, the Sio u x were left 
with the cho ice o f sellin g o r 
starv in g. 
Desp ite threat o f starv atio n , 
less than 10 p er cen t o f the 
Sio u x b rav es sign ed the agree­ 
men t fo rced o n them. This 
agreemen t was ratified b y Co n ­ 
gress o n Feb . 28, 1877 ev en 
tho u gh the treaty o f 1868 had 
req u ired that at least three- 
fo u rths o f the adu lt male In ­ 


dian s agree to an y chan ges. 
Thro u gh the y ears, b y threat, 
cajo lery o r p ro mises n ev er 
kep t. the go v ern men t co n tin u ed 
to chip away at the Sio u x 
lan ds. It p laced the Sio u x o n 
six small reserv atio n s carv ed 
o u t o f the o n ce “Great Sio u x 
Reserv atio n .” 
Fro m a do main that o n ce 
co v ered 130 millio n acres in 
sev en states, the Sio u x are left 
to day with 6 .9 millio n acres. 
The Sio u x cau se is still b ein g 
argu ed in the co u rts an d b efo re 
the In dian Claims Co mmissio n , 


estab lished b y Co n gress in 1946 
to hear In dian griev an ces an d 
p leas fo r restitu tio n . 
Within recen t y ears the Co m­ 
missio n affirmed Sio u x title to 
their fo rmer hu n tin g gro u n ds 
alo n g the Misso u ri riv er, ab o u t 
48 millio n acres, an d an o ther 7 
millio n acres o f Black Hills 
co u n try , o rigin ally p art o f the 
great reserv atio n . 
This do es n o t mean the In ­ 
dian s will get their lan d b ack. 
The mo st they can ho p e fo r is 
so me co mp en satio n fo r their 
lo sses, if their claim is su s- 


tain ed thro u gh ap p eals, an d if a 
p rice can b e fix ed b ased o n v al­ 
u es at the time the lan d was 
lo st. 
In 1969 an d 1970 the v alu e o f 
the Black Hills area was ar­ 
gu ed in co u rt. 
The 
Sio u x 
claimed it was wo rth ab o u t $28 
millio n in 1877 v alu e. The go v ­ 
ern men t said $4.7 millio n . 
The In dian s still await deci­ 
sio n s fro m the co mmissio n o n 
the v alu e q u estio n an d ap p eals 
to the Co u rt o f Claims. The 
go v ern men t is askin g that ¿he 
case b e dismissed .

TV doc ume nta ry

N EW YORK (AP) - The 
American Advertising Feder­ 
ation, whose members include 
national advertisers and ad 
agencies, thinks CBS News 
gave the business of TV com­ 
mercials a bad image—and 
right on television, too. 
So now it’s asking the net­ 
work to “ consider an appro­ 
priate 
vehicle in 
which 
to 
present points of view that bal­ 
ance those expressed’’ April 26 
in 
a 
CBS-TV 
documentary 
called 
“ You and the Com­ 
mercial.’’ 


The AAF made the request in 
a two-page letter its president, 
Howard Bell, sent to Richard 
Salant, president of CBS News. 
In the letter, the AAF said 
there was a “ lack of fairness 
and objectivity” in the show’s 
study of TV commercials; it 
also complained that the “ gen­ 
eral treatment and emphasis of 
the program was to portray ad­ 
vertising as a con game.” 
It said that although advertis­ 
ing 
spokesmen 
were 
inter­ 
viewed on the show, “ there was 
no opportunity to respond to the 
one-sided opinions expressed by 
others on such critical matters 


as counter-advertising, social 
impact and economic value.” 
Salant, who said he got the 
letter Monday, declined to pub­ 
licly comment right now on its 
charges. He said he felt that 
Bell, “ as an old friend of mine, 
is entitled to first word of my 
reply.” 
He said he would write Bell 
this week and respond both to 
the letter’s complaints and re­ 
quest for time to “ balance” 
what the AAF considered to be 
“one-sided opinions” expressed 
on the unsponsored show. 
The two-page letter nowhere 
asked for the time under the 


Federal Communications Com­ 
mission’s “ fairness doctrine.” 
“ We haven’t faced that yet,” 
said Jonah Gitlitz, executive 
vice president of the Washing­ 
ton based AAF. “ We’re waiting 
to see what kind of response we 
get.” 
Gitlitz. whose group has a to­ 
tal membership of 450 major 
advertisers, 
advertising 
agencies and media companies, 
said the AAF1 wasn’t specifying 
how CBS should let the ad in­ 
dustry express its views. 
CBS’ 
unprecedented 
docu­ 
mentary about TV commercials 
drew a few disgruntled har­ 


rumphs from advertising agen­ 
cy officials right after it was 
broadcast, but no official com­ 
plaints until the A A F’s letter. 
A CBS spokesman this week 
said there still have been no 
formal gripes about the show 
from either advertisers or ad 
agencies. He said none have 
threatened to withdraw their 
advertising from CBS, either. 
Until the AAF's letter, the 
strongest industry growl had 
been a bitter editorial in the 
April 30 edition of “ Advertising 
Age.” a magazine widely read 
by advertising men and wom­

Sept. 3, 19 71, 
agents of the White House 
forced their way into the office 
of a Bev erly Hills psy chiatrist 
and rummaged through his con­ 
fidential medical records. 
The 
psy chiatrist 
was 
Dr. 
Lewis Fielding and one of his 
patients was Daniel Ellsberg, 
defendant in the Pentagon pa­ 
pers ca se. 
Why did the President’s men 
commit such an act? What did 
they seek? What did they gain? 
Some answers can 
now 
be 
pieced together from sworn tes­ 
timony and official documents. 
In J une 19 7 1, The New York 
Times, and la ter other publica­ 
tions, began printing stories 
based on the Pentagon’s secret 
history of the Vietnam war. 
The accounts angered men at 
the top lev els of gov ernment. 
President Nix on was in deli­ 
cate and secret negotiations 
that ev entually led to his trips 
to Peking and Moscow and, nu- 
clear-arms negotiations were 
mov ing forward with the Rus­ 


sians. The Pa ris peace talks 
still wore on, but the news 
leaks made it appear that Nix ­ 
on couldn’t keep a secret. 
Nix on first 
tried unprece­ 
dented court orders to stop the 
publication, but the Supreme 
Court ov erruled him and the 
stories resumed. 
Then in early J uly he ordered 
his chief domestic 
adv iser, 
J ohn D. Ehrlichman, to conduct 
a White House inv estigation of 
the leaks. Ehrlichman gav e the 
job to his trusted y oung aide, 
Egil “ Bud” Krogh, then 31. 
Krogh hired G. Gordon Lid- 
dy , a former FBI a gent, and E. 
Howard Hunt, a former Central 
Intelligence Agency man rec­ 
ommended 
by 
presidential 
counselor Charles W. Colson. 
The National Security Council 
detailed one of its staff, Dav id 
Young. 
Working from room 16 in the 
basement of the Ex ecutiv e Of­ 
fice Building, the group ca m e 
to be called the “ plumbers,” 
because of their mission to plug 
news leaks. 
Ellsberg, 
a 
former 
Rand 
Corp. employ e, already had ad-

cret papers to newsmen, and 
had been indicted. But Krogh 
has said in a sworn affidav it 
that the plumbers receiv ed in­ 
formation leading them to sus­ 
pect that Ellsberg had been 
part of a conspiracy to engage 
in espionage.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Egil 
“ Bud” Krogh J r., the Nix on a d­ 
ministration official who resign­ 
ed Wednesday amidst the Wa­ 
tergate-Pentagon papers web of 
scandal, once threatened to de­ 
stroy 
any one 
who 
opposed 
President Nix on’s policies. 
The threat was made to a 
prominent doctor who had told 
Krogh he would not support 
legislation 
that 
would hav e 
created 
a permanent White 
House office to deal with nar- 
colics traffic and drug abuse. 
“ Well, don’t worry , Doc,” 
Krogh is quoted as reply ing. 
“ Any one who opposes us w e’ll 
destroy . As a matter of fact, 
any one who doesn’t support us 
w e’ll destroy .” 
Krogh could not be reached 
for comment. 
The doctor inv olv ed was Dan­ 
iel X. Freedman, chairman of 
the department of psy chiatry at 


the Univ ersity of Chicago and a 
well-known authority on psy - 
choparmacology , the study of 
the effect of drugs on mental 
states.

Wednesday , 
Freedman 
con­ 
firmed the 19 7 0 incident and 
said that, while he doubted that 
the threat endangered him, he 
was uneasy about it for a long 
time.

Hunt and Liddy ev entually 
receiv ed a tape recorder in a 
briefcase, a camera disguised 
a s a tobacco pouch, a wig, a 
dev ice to disguise the v oice, a 
fake Social Security card, fake 
driv ers license and other forged 
identification. 
The men in room 16 were re­ 
ceiv ing almost daily reports 
from the FBI, Hunt testified. 
Ehrlichman said he heard 
Ellsberg had “ moral and em o­ 
tional problem s.” 
Twice FBI agents tried to in­ 
terv iew Ellsberg’s psy chiatrist, 
Dr. Fielding, but he refused to 
talk to them. Krogh said the

The CIA now had second 
thoughts about the operation, 
as a clandestine domestic m is­ 
sion forbidden by law.

man and the CIA say s Ehrlich­ 
man agreed and, promised to 
“ restrain” Hunt. 
Nev ertheless, the burglary 
crew was in Los Angeles a few 
day s later, Sept. 3.

Skylab to assess earth reso u rces 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
Astronauts will play their 
first role ac monitors of earth’s 
- 
natural resources when they 
board the Sky lab space station. 
They will use a $37 million 
-array of six photosensors to 
-" ev aluate actual and potential 
"resources ov er a wide area of 
the globe. 
A dozen countries hav e asked 
" the astronauts to employ the 
sensors to scan 
farmlands, 
mountain ranges, riv er basins 
' “ and watersheds in search of ev ­ 
ery thing from minerals to crop 
disease. 
The Sky lab is scheduled to be 
launched May 14, with the 
three-man crew joining it the 
following day . 
“ The Sky lab earth resources 
ex periments offer an almost 
Unlimited potential for near 
u 
term benefits affecting man 
.here on earth,” reported astro- 
:v naut Paul J . Weitz. He is the 
sensor ex pert on the Sky lab 1 
crew. 
“ During the fiv e months the 
station will be manned by three 
crews, it will fly ov er 75 per 
cent of the earth’s surface, in­ 
cluding the entire United States 
ex cept Alaska,” Weitz said. 
“ With this ex cellent v iew, data 
can be obtained applicable to 
mankind’s most pressing prob­ 
lems, such as weather, food 
production, pollution, flooding, 
« rosion and the depletion of 
3>atural resources.” 
• Weitz emphasized the sensors 
are ex perimental, designed to 
determine which instruments 
can best be used by man in 
space and which can be oper­ 
ated on unmanned satellites. 
• “ But,” he said, “ they could 
lead to a science in such things 
as mapping snow cov er and as­ 
sessing water runoff potentials; 
mapping air and water pollu­ 
tion and their sources; assess­ 
ing diseased and healthy crops; 
Simber v olume estimate; locat­ 
ing arable land; determining 
sea status and fishing grounds, 
and locating hidden oil and 
mineral reserv es.”

appeal Oct. 23. 
Meanwhile, Kerner, on leav e 
as a judg e of the 7 th U.S. Cir­ 
cuit Court of Appeals, issued a 
letter to the administrativ e di­ 
rector of the U.S. courts asking 
that his $42,500-a-y ear salary be 
placed in a special account 
while the appeal is being heard. 
Kerner is the first sitting fed­ 
eral appeals court judg e to be 
conv icted of criminal charg es, 
and it is uncertain what action 
will be taken on his request.

CHICAGO (AP) - The Wa­ 
terg ate incident may not quite 
lav e people looking ov er their 
shoulders, but it does hav e 
them thinking about their tele­ 
phones. 
And an increasing number of 
them hav e been taking those 
thoug hts to the Illinois Bell 
relephone Co., which reports a 
sig nificant jump in requests for 
phone-tap checks during the 
past month. 
“ People are definitely more 
apprehensiv e about phone taps 
as a result of this publicity ,” 
said Bernard Eg enberg er, g en­ 
eral security and defense man­ 
ag er for Illinois Bell, Wednes- 
iay . 
Also contributing to the re­ 
quests was Georg e M. Keane’s 
recent claim that wiretaps 
were used in an inv estig ation of 
pis activ ities as former chair­ 
man of the Cook County Board 
>f Appeals, Eg enberg er feels. 
But it is not only politicians 


who make requests for phone- 
tape checks. All kinds of people 
do, Eg enberg er said. 
“ It mig ht be poor old Mary 
J ones, who’s nev er done an ev il 
thing in her life,” he said. “ But 
she reads an article about Wa­ 
terg ate bug g ing and it strikes 
her that ‘may be I’d better hav e 
my phone checked.’” 
Eg enberg er said among oth­ 
ers making requests for checks 
are persons inv olv ed in dis­ 
putes with their neig hbors, and 
ex ecutiv es of companies g oing 
throug h 
merg ers 
or 
prox y 
fig hts. 


The telephone company has 
discov ered three tapped phones 
in the past month, all inv olv ing 
domestic situations, Eg enber­ 
g er said. 
He said that when the com­ 
pany finds a tap, it promptly 
notifies the subscriber, who de­ 
cides whether to report it to the 
authorities. 


To probe prison hospitals 
CHICAGO (AP) — The J ohn 
[>ward Association, a prison 
atchdog ag ency , will conduct 
i inv estig ation throug hout the 
miner of medical facilities 
id treatment prov ided at pe- 
il institutions in Illinois. 
Charles Kehoe, ex ecutiv e di- 
ctor of the association, said 
ednesday the inv estig ation 
is prompted by dozens of 
mplaints the association has 
ceiv ed from inmates about 
edical care. 
“ A major source of all the 
mplaints we receiv e from in- 
ates is medical care,” Kehoe 
id. “ In y *nany prisons, y ou 


hav e no doctors or nurses on 
duty at all during certain parts 
of the day . All y ou hav e are in­ 
mates taking care of other in­ 
mates.”

The association said a recent 
study by the American Medical 
Association of more than 2,000 
jails around the nation found 
that most prov ide only minimal' 
medical care.

Last y ear at this time, KSB 
Hospital took steps to more 
efficiently utilize the patient 
rooms in relation to the number 
of patients occupy ing the 
Hospital. The total number of 
beds in the Hospital is 225; due 
to the fact that the av erag e 
number of patients per day is 
102, we found it necessary last 
May to close approx imately 92 
beds This left 133 beds av ail­ 
able for the summer when our 
av erag e 
daily 
occupancy 
dropped to 85 patients per day . 
Ag ain this y ear, the Hospital 
will take steps to reduce the 
number of beds av ailable by 
closing a part of both second 
and third floors. Of course 
during the summer v acations 
and leav es of absence are taken 
by our employ es and since the 
total number of beds will be 
reduced it will not be necessary 
to add employ ees to fill in. 
What happens when a hispital 
closes an area? In the case of 
these two floors the main cor­ 
ridors 
will 
be 
cleaned 
reg ularly , but the closed rooms 
will hav e a minimal amount of 
housekeeping until the time 
they are reopened. 
On Oct. 1 the occupancy is 
anticipated to beg in an upward 
swing and the two closed areas 
will be reopened, enabling us 
to hav e a total of 169 beds av ail­ 
able for the winter months.
